She said she would 
give me all she liad in the world if I 
would only let her go: timt her busbaml 
was a resiiecfalile man and it wtnild break 
his hoait. i ii ad to search her, and 1 
found concealed iindi'reach arinpltasplen- 
did l)ea<l <-oid and tas>^el. (bie siuuggler 
wlioni .1 stjarched liad uo underwear on, 
whole { ieees of goods were rollrd around 
her; her hair was very thick and I found 
several pairs of kid ^^loves twisted up in it. 
Her husband never came near her, but 
her brother tried his best to get her 
cleared." 

" Do the women you search belong to a 
very low cla.ss ?" 

'"I search the worst and the best. Many 
cases never get into the papers. Well- 
dressed a:id respectable women get drunk 
and disorderly ; and brought in, ami they 
send lor nie logo to tbe station and searcti 
their iK>cket8 for their names and address, 
and for nioi phine, as these women are all 
morphine cliewers. 

"If lier linsband is sent for to take her 
home and pay a liin', he always lays her 
wrong-doings to morphine. There is an- 
other ciass of women ; old maids, who 
work in shops by the day, who once or 
twice a year go out on a spree with some 
gentlemen friends w ho are sure to accuse 
them of stealing their pocket-hooks.

" Yes, and they offer me everything to 
let them go, but i tell them 1 must do my 
duty and usually coax them a little; but 
if they resist they know I would use main 
force. Sometimes 1 have such hard i har- 
Hcters to search that tite policemen wlio 
bring them in arc afraid t(» let me go in u 
rot)m alom- with them Ibit they never 
ofl'er me any liurm. Soiue of them are 
dressed beautifully and with good taste, 
t(jo. It is not allowable for the men to 
seuruli them ; but one respectable lady, 
who was brought in for snop-lifting, or

to hAve me search her, and the captain of 
t ie precinct eearclud her. I tell you it 
wouUl melt a heart of stone sometimes to 
lu ar them go on. The old ones get hard 
e;ied to it and don't mind, but those that 
are new in it, just as soon as I find the 
goods, will wilt right <lown."
